Property Assessments Considered

llahn said publishing the 
properly assessment*, listed by­ 
street names and addresses, in 
community newspapers, would, 
give the taxpayer a chance to 
see that his assessment ta 
equal with that of his neigh­ 
bors.

"The public should have full 
information on property, as­ 
sessments to make sure tupy 
are fair and just." Hahn said. 

     
  I CAN think of no better 

«.iy to Inform the homeowner 
of his assessment than through 
newspapers, with the property 
being listed by street nifmber 
and address and not by tract 
number, he added

lie pointed out listings by 
street address would avoid 
confusion and give every resi­ 
dent the opportunity to see 
that his property was assessed

tfairly in comparison to his 
"neighbors.

New state law makes it man­ 
datory that county assessors 
notify property owners by mail 
of all increased real property 
assessments which exceed 25 
Per cent of the proceeding 
year's assessment. 

     
HOWEVER, the new legis­ 

lation also provides that in 
counties exceeding 4.000.000 
population (only Los Angeles., 
the assessor can utilize news­ 
paper publication as an alter­ 
native, to mail notice.

Authority is also granted to 
notify all property owners 
through newspapers of their 
assessment, whether it In­ 
creased or not.

"Since some method of noti­ 
fication must be determined

for next year's assessment roll. 
I think it advisable that we 
study this problem right 
away." Hahn said.

HAHN ASKED the chief 
administrative otficer. assess­ 
or, county counsel, and tax 
collector to report on the feas­ 
ibility of using newspapers, 
costs compared to mail notice, 
and other pros and cons which 
will help the Board of Super­ 
visors make a 'solid judgment 
in time for the 1964 assessment 
roll."
